Australian 


Breaks Own 
Track Mark 


LONDON (AP) — Australia's 
Ron Clarke surpassed his own 
world record for the three mile 
run 
today 
with 
a 
fantastic 
time of 12 minutes, 52.4 seconds. 


The flying Australian turned 
in a time eight seconds faster 
than his own pending world 
mark of 13:00.4 although he ran 
on a track made heavy by rain. 


His pending record was set at 
Compton, Calif,, last month and 
eclipsed his listed world stand­ 
ard of 13:17.6 established on 
Dec. 3, 1964 at Melbourne, Aus­ 
tralia. 
Clarke also has a pending 
mark of 13:25.8 for 5,000 meters! 
— 3 miles, 188 yards — which he 
ran at Los Angeles last June 5. 
The Aussie’s record-smashing 
three-miler came in the British 
Amateur Athletic Assn.'s cham­ 
pionships at White City Sta­ 
dium. Rain fell almost con­ 
tinuously throughout the meet. 
Gerry Lindgren, of Spokane, 
Wash., was the man who paced 
Clarke to the new record. To­ 
gether they broke away from 
the rest of the field and opened 
up a half-lap lead. 
Three-quarters of a mile from 
the finish, the little American 
ran out of steain. Clarke ap­ 
peared to say something to him 
over his shoulder, apparently 
urging him on. 
But Lindgren dropped back, 
and Clarke forged ahead on his 
own. 
When the bell went for the 
last lap it was obvious that the 
world record was going. The 
crowd of 10,000 rose to its feet 
and roared Clarke on. 
The 
Australian 
overtook 
stragglers in the race as he 
came down the final straight. 
Clarke’s time at one mile was 
4 15.4, and at two miles 8:36 4. 
Lindgren finished in 13 04.2 — 
the fastest three miles ever run 
by an American. 
His own previous best time 
was 13:17.0.

It is with more than a little 
interest that 1 read in tonight’s 
paper (July 8» the report on 
the meeting of the Mill Valley 
City Council. While I am not 
now a taxpayer in the bounda­ 
ries of the City of Mill Valley, 
I live in an area which may 
scon be annexed Mike ii or 
not). 
There seemed to be a great 
effort made to try to eliminate 
certain things which might cut 
the budget and subsequently 
the tax rate.

As a property owner and 
taxpayer in both Larkspur and 
Corte Madera, the schedule of 
assessed valuations as pub­ 
lished (July 2) was of great 
interest to me. 
Assuming the rate of 15 
cents per $100 assessed valu­ 
ation for the library tax in 
the City of Corte Madera, the 
projected revenue will be $26,- 
957.73. The one-half cent per 
hundred dedicated to the pur­ 
chase of the square footage 
occupied by the County Li­ 
brary at 
the Civic Center 
would reduce this by $898.59. 
leaving a net for operational 
expense of some $26.000. The 
1966-67 iiscal year should com­ 
plete the obligation for the 
space in the Civic Center. As 
of now. the Corte Madera 
branch library is housed in in­ 
adequate quarters. The library 


is sadly understaffed; the li­ 
brarian and her page are over­ 
worked. As a result, over 1,000 
Corte Madera residents have 
cards in the Larkspur library. 
Larkspur has a fine library 
ct which we are justifiably 
proud. The operating budget 
for the 1965-66 fiscal year is 
$16,300. We need larger quar­ 
ters to expand our services 
and facilities, and hope to 
build a new library in the near 
future. 
I feel that Corte Madera is 
not getting value received for 
their tax money. In view of the 
use made of the Larkspur li­ 
brary by Corte Madera resi­ 
dents, it might be well for 
Corte Madera to explore with­ 
drawal from the county library 
system and either establish a 
consolidated library in a site 
readily available to residents 
from both towns, or to use 
the Larkspur facilities on a 
use lease basis.

De Gaulle Stand Raises 


Common Market Worries

Since the European Com­ 
mon Market became a work­ 
ing reality on Jan. 1, 1959, it 
has become for its six mem­ 
ber nations a way of life and 
lor the rest of the world an 
economic force of tremendous 
power. 
Its members, France, West 
Germany, Italy, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg, 
compose a mass market of 
180 million people. 


AND AS IT STROVE to re­ 
duce internal tariff barriers to 
zero on both 
industry and 
agriculture, it provide the im­ 
petus to give Western Europe 
an unheard-of prosperity. 
The Common Market itself 
was the outgrowth of another

common 
market established 
in 1951. 
This was the European coal 
and 
steel 
community, 
the 
brain-child of the French for­ 
eign minister, Maurice Schu- 
man. 
With the same membership 
as the present Common Mar­ 
ket, it was part of Schuman’s 
thinking that a tightly knit in­ 
dustrial complex based on coal 
and steel would make it im­ 
possible for France and Ger­ 
many ever again to go to war 
against each other. 


ITS SUCCESS LED to the 
treaty of Rome in 1957 with an 
even greater goal. It proposed 
not only the economic integra­ 
tion of Western Europe but 
political unity as well. It came 
into being in 1959. 
It established a commission 
in Brussels for day - to - day 
direction of market operations, 
a council of ministers to estab­ 
lish policy and a largely pow­ 
erless parliament of Europe 
headquarter* at Strasbourg. 
Successful 
econom ically, 
Common Market efforts to­ 
ward political unity haven’t 
* ven gotten off the ground. 
For this, his five partners 
blame French President 
Charles de Gaulle. 
An interim agreement on the 
financing of Common Market 
farm programs ran out on 
June 30. 
France’s partners propose 
that approximately $2.3 billion 
collected in customs duties 
annually be placed in a com­ 
mon fund and be distributed 
under direction of the commis­ 
sion in Brussels to pay various 
larm subsidies. 


AS THE LARGEST agricul­ 
tural producer among the six, 
France stands to gain the 
most from agricultural agree­ 
ment. 
But because it does mean a 
surrender of 
authority, 
de 
Gaulle will have none of it. 


WASHINGTON UR - At an­ 
other time what Congress is 
doing new would be wrapped 
in 
breathless attention and 
conflict. But success feeds on 
itself, and in these peculiar 
days what seemed impossible 
now seems routine. 
This is a busy Congress and, 
before this session is over, 
will have been a highly pro­ 
ductive one. However, public 
interest has been distracted by 
the war in Viet Nam and the 
personality of President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson. 


IN GETTING Congress to 
trot along with him, Johnson 
has had two things working 
for him: His own endless pres­ 
sure on the men in the Capitol 
and the fact that his own 
Democrats thoroughly outnum­ 
ber the Republicans. 
And there is not now in Con­ 
gress a controversial figure- 
like Senators Joseph McCar­ 
thy, Robert A. Taft or Barry 
Goldwater—who splits public 
thinking and, while getting 
attention himself, draws atten­ 
tion to Congress. 
From a presidential stand­ 
point this probably is an ideal 
Congress: Legislators who for 
the most part stick to their 
knitting, don’t fuss much and 
grind out the legislation. 
Besides all this, some of the 
most 
important 
legislation 
moving through Congress this 
year was fought over wildly or 
loudly so many times before 
it lost its edge. 
Two examples: Federal aid 
to grade and high schools, 
passed earlier this year; and 
medicare, which will almost 
certainly go through. 


TH ERE WAS hardly a rip­ 
ple when Congress only Tues­ 
day completed what no Con­ 
gress in history ever man­ 
aged to do before: 
This was approval, by the 
House last week and the Sen­ 
ate Tuesday, of a proposed 


constitutional 
amendment 
spelling out procedures to deal 
with presidential disability and 
to keep the vice presidency 
filled. 
This won’t become part of 
the Constitution until at least 
38 state legislatures also ap­ 
prove; but they’re expected to 
without any trouble, although 
not before 1967. Action on this 
was a major achievement in 
itself. 
Before Congress took 
its 
Fourth of July vacation, it al­ 
ready had passed—in addition 
to the school aid bill — two 
other top Johnson programs: 
reduction 
in federal excise 
taxes and aid to the Appa­ 
lachia area. 
As soon as it returned Tues­ 
day, after clearing the pro­ 
posed amendment, the Senate 
went to work on the Social 
Securitv-health care bill. This 
would raise Social Security 
benefits and set up health care 
programs for those 65 or older. 


THE HOUSE got down to 
work in a hurry, too. It opened 
debate on the 1965 civil rights 
bill—to protect Negroes’ vot­ 
ing rights — although on this 
there will be some struggle. 
Nevertheless, in one form 
or another, it seems sure to 
pass. The Senate previously 
had approved a similar meas­ 
ure, just as the House previ­ 
ously had approved its version 
of the medicare bill now be 
fore the Senate. 
Further, Congress also is al­ 
most certain to approve an 
urban affairs department, a 
$5.3 billion housing bill, and 
aid to higher education. 


JO HNSO N HAS suffered 
some limited rebuffs, and be­ 
fore Congress quits for the 
year he may suffer some de­ 
feats on what he has asked: 
but. as it shapes up, the record 
of this Congress will be im­ 
pressive and remembered. 


BARKER ON CHINA 
U.S. Couldn't Win 
War Against Peking

IF THE WAR in Viet Nam 
continues to escalate and the 
U.S. drifts closer and closer 
to war with Red China, it 
might be wise for our strategy 
planners in Washington to re­ 
appraise 
the 
situation. 
We 
seem to be underestimating 
our enemy, as has been stand­ 
ard U. S. practice since before 
Pearl Harbor. 
We are told that from the 
point of view of logistics the 
United States is closer to Viet 
Nam than China because of 
the Eastern Himalayas which, 
although 
much 
lower 
than 
those on the China-lndia bor­ 
der, would be an effective bar­ 
rier against mass movement 
of Chinese troops and supplies; 
that only one highway and one 
railroad line presently con­ 
nects the two countries of 
North Viet Nam and China. 
We seem to conveniently for­ 
get that China faced much 
more formidable odds in terms 
of terrain and weather when 
she inflicted her humiliating 
defeat on India. 
We overlook the fact that, 
in case of an all-out war in 
which we would bomb Chinese 
cities and industries, China 
would pull out all the corks, 
too. She would probably re­ 
open the war in Korea, call­ 
ing for U. S. reinforcements on 
that embattled peninsula. She 
might 
move 
against 
India, 
where she could engage more 
of our forces. She would likely 
sweep through Laos and en­ 
gage us in Thailand. 
We've 
built fine military roads in 
Laos, in all probability. Que- 
moy and Matsu would go 
quickly after a great slaughter

on both sides. Hong Kong 
would go within a week, if the 
Reds should decide it was 
worthwhile. We could find our­ 
selves up to our ears in war 
fronts. 


BEYOND BLOWING up Chi­ 
na’s industries and nuclear 
facilities, what could we do” 
Invade? Heaven help us if we 
try. China has one of the 
world’s most difficult terrains. 
Eighty or 90 per cent of its 
population lives in largely seli- 
sufticient villages. 
We could 
grab her important cities, as 
the Japanese did in World 
War II, and still not have con­ 
quered the country. And I hr 
toll in terms of death and suf­ 
fering on both sides would be 
incalculable. 
Statemate would be inevi­ 
table. And there are the im­ 
ponderables. What would R un- 
sia do? Will defeating China’s 
ambitions in Southeast Asia 
drive her into the Soviet bear- 
hug? Should we use nuclear 
weapons on China? Is it moral 
for the world’s most powerful 
nation to bomb, conventionally 
or with nuclear weapons, such 
a backward, far-away coun­ 
try? 
For my part, 1 want nothing 
to do wth inflicting more suf­ 
fering on the Chinese people, 
who have suffered so much 
during the past four decades 
It seems to me that, if we 
soft-pedal our response to Mao 
Tse-tung and his gang, be 
firm but not aggressive, China 
will soften from within as the 
younger generation rises. The 
new generation is being wean­ 
ed on militancy. But it has 
not been tempered by battle. 
It is doubtful how much of 
Mao’s support is genuine. 


BUT IF W E ATTACK the 
Fatherland, then we might ex- 
t>eet every Chinese who could 
not be bought to be against us.

Mariner May Change 


Maps Made Of Mars

The present-day map of Mars 
is as accurate as present knowl­ 
edge allows, but take it with a 
grain of salt. 
No camera has photographed, 
no human eye has seen the de­ 
tails shown on the map all at 
one time. Our maps of Mars are 
a composite of photographs and 
sketches made by astronomers 
at many different places, over 
scores of years. 


M a n y astronomers h a v e 
s p e n t a lifetime looking at 
Mars yvith the best telescopes— 
and never have seen any of 
the network of “canals” and 
“ oases” shown on some maps. 
E q u a l l y reputable astrono­ 
mers have seen them many 
times. 


Some say this network is evi­ 
dence of intelligent life on Mars. 
Others hunt less imaginative ex­ 
planations. 
If all goes well, Mariner 4 
will take 21 pictures as close 
as 6,000 miles when it flies past 
Mars on Wednesday. Until that 
time, all maps of the mysterious 
red planet must be based on a 
few known details—plus a lot of 
guesswork, tinged with hope. 


T h e known details, photo­ 
graphed hundreds of times, 
are the white caps at the poles 
and ragged dark areas extend­ 
ing from t h e m toward the 
equator. 


Mars maps usually show, how­ 
ever, a vast network of lines 
stretching from the dark areas 
across a light-colored region gir­ 
dling the planet, and smudges 
where the lines intersect. 
The lines and smudges have 
never been c l e a r l y photo- 
g r a p h e d . They have been 
sketched in, a few at a time, by 
astronomers staring long hours 
through telescopes during nights 
when Mars is closest to earth. 
Even then, Mars is more than 
34 million miles away. 


The sketches were made un­ 
der admittedly poor conditions, 
with the astronomers hurried­ 
ly drawing rough outlines in 
virtual darkness while perched 
in observatory domes, and few 
match when superimposed. Co­ 
ordinates may differ up to 
several hundred miles. Making 
them agree sometimes takes a 
certain amount of guesswork— 
mapmakers call it cartograph­ 
ic ingenuity. 


The latest U.S. Air F o r c e 
maps are drawn with a resolu­ 
tion of three kilometers, which 
means they s h o w details as 
small as two miles across. This 
is the resolution hoped for in 
Mariner 4’s photographs. 
This resolution would be 100 
times better than the best earth- 


based photographs and some 50 
times better than telescope-aid­ 
ed human vision. Since some of 
the lines or canals on the Air 
Force maps are less than two 
miles wide, a bit of guesswork 
is obvious. 


The integrity of these visual 
observations has never been 
doubted. Skeptics simply say 
they personally have n e v e r 
been able to see canals and 
oases and suggest (1) that the 
human eye. while sometimes 
sharper than a camera, is 
subject to illusion, and (2) that 
the human s p i r i t has long 
yearned for some evidence of 
fellowship in the cosmic void. 


Despite the controversy, as­ 
tronomers generally h a ve ac­ 
cepted the visually observed fea­ 
tures e n o u g h to give them 
names, following a system laid 
down by Giovanni Virginio Sehia-! 
parelli of M i l a n Observatory. | 
Schiaparelli, first to report see­ 
ing the lines, called them “ ca- 
nali,” which can be translated 
either as canals or grooves. He 
published a map in 1877 using 
names from the Bible and classi­ 
cal mythology, and astronomers 
since have followed this system. 
These names were adopted offi­ 
cially by the International As­ 
tronomical Union in 1958. 


Schiaparelli and other early 
astronomers thought the d a r k 
areas might be seas so they 
called them maria, the Latin 
w o r d for seas, and sinuses, 
meaning bays. 


One of the more prominent 
seas, Mare Sirenum, just be­ 
low the Martian equator, is a 
primary target of Mariner 4’s 
camera. 


Unlike earth's land and sea 
masses, none of the Martian fea­ 
tures is permanent in size and 
shape. The polar caps grow in 
winter and shrink in summer, 
giving rise to speculation that 
they may be ice. 


The dark areas turn greenish 
in spring, brown in summer and 
fall. Some grow enormously in 
area—a characteristic also of a 
f e w canals and oases. These 
changes have been taken as an 
indication that the dark areas 
are vegetation, fed by w a t e r 
from melting ice caps. 


All these theories were based 
on the supposition that Mars 
had water and oxygen—neces­ 
sary for life as we know it. Re­ 
cent studies of light reflected 
from Mars show only a trace 
of water and no oxygen so 
m o s t scientists now believe 
that if Mars harbors any kind 
of life it must be in the form 
of microscopic organisms. 


What about those “canals” ? 


Mariner 4 may change a lot of 
ideas, and a lot of maps. 
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SAIGON (/P—You can pretty 
well reconstruct the way the Viet 
Cong operates: 
A small brown man squats un­ 
derground in an improvised echo 
chamber, straining his ears for 
the slightest sound.

Instantly, shad­ 
owy men lounging or cooking at 
the bases of the tall trees are on 
their feet and moving fast. The , 
h e a v y equipment from last 
night’s battle has been stowed 
for future use in deep, camou­ 
flaged holes. The bodies have 
been buried. 
The men move rapidly, scat­ 
tering in many directions in twos 
and threes. This is their base 
arca, and they know every fea­ 
ture of the dense jungle in the 
area—the hidden trails, the cam ­ 
ouflaged bunkers and tunnels, 
t h e g u n emplacements, the 
mines and booby tinps. 


Viet Gong positions 
were 
first prepared here years ago 
and with each month the posi­ 
tions have been improved. 


The entrance to a tunnel might 
nc* under a heavy rock, it might 
be under the hearth of a peas­ 
ant’s hut. it might be under 
water in the bank of a mountain 
stream.

would a government soldier find 
cne, and if he did, he probably 
would kill only a few Viet Cong. 
The rest would be elsewhere. 
In the case of bombings a jel­ 
lied furnace of napalm would 
ooze down into some of the air 
holes. But many of the bunkers 
would be deep enough to survive 
even direct hits by heavy bombs, 
and their galleries of men and 
weapons would survive. At night­ 
fall, it would be safe to move 
around again. 


Nearly always» the V i e t 
Cong will know what to expect, 
long in advance. 


The warning may come from 
the echo chamber. It may come 
in a radio message from a com­ 
rade miles away. It may come 
from peasant in the area, who 
c’ther fear the Viet Cong or are 
more or less on the Viet Cong 
side. It may come from a bar 
girl who was drinking with gov­ 
ernment or American troops the 
night before. 
The South Vietnamese hau. 
men and cannon and g e a r 
in trucks as far as they can, or 
use helicopters that may be lim­ 
ited in their landing zones to a 
few clear patches in the jungle. 
The guerrilla almost always will 
m o v e overland, toting every­ 
thing he needs on his back, and 
skirting the roads, unless he 
wants to ambush them. 
When the government forces 
are finished for the day, they 
probably will move to some 
safer area before nightfall. Night 
belongs to the guerrilla.

Talking Freeways Era Around Corner 


SACRAMENTO - The era of 
freeways that talk to drivers 
may be almost at hand, the Cali­ 
fornia Division of Highways has 
announced.

The theory of augmenting with 
sound the visual traffic signs 
most drivers rely on for infor­ 
mation is neither new nor is it 
that had been buried along the 
original with the California Di­ 
vision of Highways. Such signs 
have been the prime means of 
imparting on-the-spot informa­ 
tion to passing travelers since 
at least the time of the Romans. 
But in the era of increasing 
speeds, restricted-access high­ 
ways and massive traffic vol­ 
umes the driver’s environment 
has been drastically altered.

A move this week by British Prime Minister Wil­ 
son also could conceivably have a far reaching effect 
on the conduct of the Viet Nam conflict. 
Wilson sent left wing junior minister Harold Da­ 
vies to Hanoi ostensibly to convince the North Viet­ 
namese government to receive a Commonwealth peace 
mission.

Conservation Name 
On Board's Agenda 


Marin C o u n t y supervisors 
Monday will consider changing 
the name of the county parks 
and recreation commission to 
the parks and conservation com­ 
mission. 


The change is recommended 
in a letter from County Admin­ 
istrator Alan Bruce, who says 
it ties in with the county-city 
services report to be heard at 
9 p.m. Monday. That report sug­ 
gests that the county concen­ 
trate on 
acquisition 
of 
land 
while the cities and districts 
concentrate on recreation pro­ 
grams. 
The board meeting will begin 
at 2 p.m. at the Civic Center. 
Bruce's letter on the parks and 
recreation commission is to be 
heard soon after 3:30 p.m. The 
board will recess for supper and 
reconvene at 8 p.m. 
The idea of adding conserva­ 
tion to the name and duty of 
the commission came originally 
from Supervisor Thomas T. Stor- 
er last month. 
In his letter, Bruce says the 
commission should recommend 


priorities for land to be pre 
served by various means, in 
eluding scenic easements on ag 
ricultural land, grants of devel 
opment right, and purchase. 
The commission should be re­ 
sponsible for preparing a coun­ 
ty-wide bond issue for acquisi­ 
tion of land and water area 
after success of financing with 
state and federal aid can be 
measured, he suggests, 
i 
The commission should also 
pursue the concept of regional 
; parks in cooperation with other 
areas of the bay area. Bruce 
i says. 
“ Not 
enough emphasis has 
been put to date on the preser- 
1 vation of pasture and other agri- 
| cultural lands,” his letter de­ 
clares. 
Bruce says this is a good time 
to consider the shift in duties 
due to three pending appoint­ 
ments to the commission and 


i the need to replace the present 
director of the department. Kel­ 
vin J. Nelson, who has resigned 
as of Sept. 30. 
“A t i g h t e r organizational 


framework and perhaps more 
effective 
action 
would

from elimination of the parks 
and r e c r e a t i o n commission, 
transfer of its essential func­ 
tions to the planning commis­ 
sion, and continuation of a parks 
and conservation staff,” says 
his letter. “This more radical 
change is not recommended at 
this time, but may deserve fu­ 
ture consideration."

They’re afraid of sounding stuf­ 
fy, or pharisaical. if they voice 
their conviction that going to 
church is not an optional extra 
but a very basic part of Chris­ 
tian living. 

If 
you pin down a faithful church­

morning in a pew rather than • 
in bed or on the golf course. 
The first and best reason for 
going to church is to worship 
God. 
To 
worship 
means 
“ to 
give honor or reverence.” An 
older 
and 
more 
illuminating 
definition says that worshipping 
means 
“ ascribing 
ultimate 
worth” to the object of worship. 
Worshipping God is not just 
one of man’s religious duties. 
According to the Bible, it is his 
pre-eminent duty, the chief end 
of his existence, the thing for 
which he was created. 
It 
is 
certainly 
possible 
to 
worship God on a mountaintop 
as well as in a church. But 
how many people get up on 
Sunday morning and repair to 
mountaintop in order to spend 
an hour in reverent solitude? 
A church service is for most 
people the best opportunity the 
week affords to “ be still and 
know that I am God.” 


A second reason for going to 
church is purely selfish — hut 
selfish only in the sense that 
it’s selfish to eat when you’re 
hungry. The regular churchgoer 
com es to depend upon this hour 
on Sunday morning to renew 
his supply of love, kindness, pa­ 
tience 
and 
perspective: 
In 
short, to recharge spiritual bat­ 
teries which have been badly 
drained by a week’s encounter 
with the world. 
Once again, it must be ac­ 
knowledged that there are other 
ways to achieve renewal of the 
human spirit. Some people do 
it by listening to music, by tak­ 
ing a walk in the woods, by 
sailing a boat, or by taking the 
family 
on 
an 
outing. 
Most 
churchgoers 
do 
these 
things, 
too. But it has been their ex­ 
perience that all such forms of 
“ recreation“ are more effective 
when treated as a supplement 
rather 
than 
a 
substitute 
for 


communion with God in church. 
A third reason for going to 
church is to learn. Few ser­ 
mons are so bad that a listener 
cannot hear some faint echo of 
the word of God. And if the 
sermon should prove to be a 
total loss, there are still the 
scripture readings, the prayers 
and the hymns through which 
the Holy Spirit can speak to a 
person who is genuinely seek­ 
ing light for his pathway. 
A fourth reason for attending 
church is to identify with, to 
become 
a 
real 
participating 
member of, the community of 
faith. “There is no such thing 
as a solitary Christian,” said 
John Wesley. From New Testa­ 
ment tim es, the Christian ex­ 
perience has been recognized 
as something which men must 
share, which becomes fully real 
only in the context of a fellow­ 
ship or community. 
And the 
church, 
notwithstanding 
its 


many failures and frailties, is 
still the “body of Christ,” the 
human community within which 
Christ promised that his spirit 
would always dwell. 
The 
intelligent 
churchgoer 
will 
concede 
that 
there 
are 
some hypocrites in the church 
and som e highly moral people 
outside it. He will acknowledge 
that churches waste a lot of 
time, money and energy on pa­ 
rochial 
boondoggling that has 
no 
relevance 
to what 
Christ 
would expect his body to be do­ 
ing 
in 
a 
torn 
and 
suffering 
world. 
But to say that the institu- 
| tional church has shortcomings 
is simply to register 
a fact 
which 
St. 
Paul 
noted 
2 000 
years ago: “We hold this treas­ 
ure in earthern vessels.” The 
remarkable thing is that the 
treasure itself has been pre­ 
served. and transmitted from 
generation to generation.

An Encouraging Sign For Ken Venturi 


H I L L S B O R O U G H (AP) 
— Former U.S. Open golf cham­ 
pion Ken Venturi, who under­ 
went surgery on his ailing hands 
June 24, said today “ I feel the | 
finger circulation coming back.1 
but gradually.” 
"The bandages are off but I ’m 
under strict orders not to swing 
a golf club of any kind until I'm 
completely ready,” he added. 
Surgeons at the Mayo Clinic, 
Rochester, Minn., operated to 
relieve 
pressure 
in 
what 
is 
known medically as a carpal 
tunnel syndrome. 
In the fall of 1964 after he had 


won the national title Venturi 
suffered a circulatory ailment 
in his hands and could not grip 
the 
club 
properly. 
In 
cool 
weather his hands would turn 
white. 
He underwent treatment but 
determined to try to defend his 
championship last month at St. 
Louis. He didn’t qualify for the 
final 36 holes and returned to 
Rochester. 
Although doctors had tenta­ 
tively diagnosed 
the trouble, 
Venturi said “ I tried to play a 
cut shot on the fourth hole dur-! 
ing the Open and my hand went

“ It should stop my hands 
from going into spasms,” the 
golfer explained. 
Asked if the diagnosis ruled 
I out the earlier one of Raynaud’s 


phenomenon, 
Venturi 
replied. 
‘“Not necessarily. Raynaud’s is 
a very, peculiar thing. It is an 
end result.” 
He said that he now feels 
warmth in his right hand and 
this is encouraging to his future 
in golf. 
‘‘They tell me that I'll be able 
to take a full swing without 
flinching,” he said. ‘‘But they 
also told me not to go out on the 
tee until I am 100 per cent 
ready. They told me it might 
take as long as six months be­ 
fore I ’m back to my old. healthy 
self.”

Undeclared 
Truce Reigns 
In Bank Fuss 


An undeclared truce reigns be­ 
tween the two warring factions 
among trustees of San Rafael’s 
Redwood Bank, but the efforts 
ot one group to buy the other out 
have proven futile, bank presi­ 
dent Byron W. Leydecker de­ 
clared yesterday. 
Leydecker predicted there will 
be no further fireworks before 
a July 20 hearing in the First 
District Court of Appeals on a 
temporary injunction order of 
Marin Superior Court prevent­ 
ing a stockholders election to 
reduce the number of directors 
from 11 to seven. 
While Leydecker said he “ can’t 
seejh em withdrawing” the ap­ 
peal at this time, he foresaw 
that 
the 
five angry 
trustees 
probably would not pursue the 
matter beyond the hearing. 
In May, Leydecker said the 
“only logical solution” to the 
split between the two factions 
was for his group to purchase 
the stock of the trustees who 
had resigned as directors in De­ 
cember at the request of Comp­ 
troller of the Currency Jam es 
Saxon. 
The resignations came on the 
heels of a U.S. Senate investi­ 
gation into the presence of for­

Senate 
aide 
Robert 
G. 
(Bobby) Baker’s signature on a 
check paid 
to a 
Washington 
lawyer-lobbyist when the bank 
received its charter. 
Ousted directors later chal­ 
lenged the election and threat­ 
ened to merge the bank with 
another. 
Yesterday, Leydecker said his 
efforts to buy out the stock of 
the ousted directors had gotten 
nowhere, but concluded, “ I don’t 
think they are going to fight 
anymore.”

Abdominal Gas May Come From

Many individuals blame abdominal 
distress on gas, not realizing that 
something else may be causing their 
discomfort. It is surprising how often 
physicians see large amounts of gas 
in an X-ray of the bowel among per­ 
sons who have no complaints along 
this line. In contrast, a small collec­ 
tion of air may be painful when the 
intestine is irritable. In these in­ 
stances, relaxing the spastic bowel

treating the flatulence. 


IT IS NORMAL to have some 
gas because most foods ferment 
during the digestive 
process. 
Cabbage, brussels sprouts, cauli­ 
flower, turnips, and baked beans 
are notorious along this line. 
Constipation encourages gas for­ 
mation because it permits the 
intestinal contents to ferment 
over a longer period. 
1* latulence also is a symptom 
of many gastrointestinal disor­ 
ders. Swallowing air when eat­ 
ing is common, but many nerv­ 
ous individuals consume exces­ 
sive amounts, not only with each 
mouthful but prior to belching.

Embroidery Is An Art 


And It's Essential To Folk Dancers 
In The Making Of Colorful Costumes

stitches used. 


DESIGNS FOR the fancy em­ 
broidery work are u s u a l l y 
orawn freehand by the women, 
or blocked out on s q u a r e d 
paper. 
DMC Embroidery Cotton does 
bsue 
some 
pamphlets 
that, 
while they do not show complete 
ethnic costumes, do reproduce 
embroidery designs. These are 
|x)pular with the Marin women. 
Yet another source of infor­ 
mation on ethnic costumes and 
embroidery designs are those 
folk dancers who have traveled 
abroad and brought back with 
them authentic garments from 
which patterns can be derived. 


MOST OF THE work is done 
in their homes by the folk 
dancers. However, it is not un­ 
usual for them to take their 
embroidery work along w i t h 
them to their club meetings and 
work while the business is being 
ti ansacted. 
For many of the women, the 
work on the folk costumes con­ 
stitutes 
their 
introduction 
to 
embroidering. 
For others, 
it 
marks the resumption of an old 
and almost forgotten interest 
they abandoned years ago. 
Mrs. Everson belongs to still 
another group that has remained 
steadfastly loyal to tlte handi­ 
work through a period when fine 
embroidery seemed to be head­ 
ed for extinction. 


SHE SAYS she learned to em­ 
broider while attending a girls’ 
school in Oregon as part of her 
sewing class work. *‘We were re­ 
quired to have an embroidery 
project going on, and to fill in 
the Spare moments in the class­ 
room by working on it.” 
Since then, she has continued 
to embroider as one of her fa­ 
vorite pastimes. 
She finds the work relaxing. 
‘‘What’s more, there is a great 
deal of satisfaction in having 
something before you that you 
have created with your own 
hands. It’s much like gardening 
or cooking well. Or, even paint­ 
ing. For embroidering is a form 
of art. and can be quite crea­ 
tive.” 


SHE WORKS with an ordinary 
sewing needle ‘ because larger 
needles poke holes that are too 
large in the finer linens.” 
Most embroiderers today, she 
adds, 
use 
pearl 
cotton 
that 
comes in balls—’‘similar to cro­ 
chet cotton” —instead of the old- 
time embroidery 
floss. 
“ The 
l>earl cotton doesn’t twist or sep­ 
arate like the old floss." she 
explains. 
In order to get the desirtd 
range of colors, many of the 
women order their pearl cotton 
from a mail order house in Chi­ 
cago, according to Mrs Ever­ 
son* 


t h e ir w o r k is done mostly 
on linen and heavy homespuns 
“ because it wears better, and 
i>ecause it looks more authentic 
- like the things done in the old 
days.” 
Like folk dancing itself, em­ 
broidering seems to be a hobby 
which appeals more to the older 


generations than to the young 
people, Mrs. Everson says. 
This is unfortunate, she feels, 
"because I think we can’t afford 
to discard the old skills.” 
She sees some hope for a re­ 
versal of that trend in what ap­ 
pears to be something of a re­ 
vival of interest in embroidering 
—sparked by greater attention 
to such stitchery in school sew­ 
ing classes, by such related ac­ 
tivities as folk dancing, and by 
increased overall interest in the 
fine handcrafts of past genera­ 
tions. 


EM BRO ID ERY d a t e s back 
into the centuries before Christ, 
with many peoples of the an­ 
cient world using similar kinds 
of decorative needlework. 
It is mentioned in the Bible, 
and has been found on mummy 
wrappings of the 15th century' 
B.C. From the remotest times, 
India, China and Persia used 
designs in gold and silver thread 
on velvets or filmy muslins, 
an art that has remained un­ 
changed for centuries. 
Richly embroidered fa b ric s 
were introduced 
into Europe 
through Byzantine channels. 


TH E GREAT period of church 
embroidery was the 12th to 14th 
centuries. 
The 16th century was an era 
of extravagant magnificence in 
the costumes of the people, with 
embroidery work and lace the 
distinguishing features. 
The peasants, unable to af­ 
ford the silver and gold thread 
of the gentry, imitated the no­ 
bility by improvising with cot­ 
tons and woolens in bright col­ 
ors. Eventually, whole villages 
could be identified by their cos­ 
tumes and the embroidery de­ 
signs upon them. The designs 
and the techniques of embroi­ 
dery were handed down, mother 
to daughter, even father to son, 
for then the men. too, spent 
long winter hours at their em­ 
broidery when it was not pos­ 
sible to work in the fields. 


EV EN THOUGH embroidery 
designs came to be character­ 
istic of certain nationalities, or 
even of specific villages, there 
was also always individualiza­ 
tion by the craftsmen. 
Yarns were made at home 
and 
the 
textiles 
handwoven. 
Color came from vegetable dyes. 
Thus, the art-a of the origin of 
a piece of embroidery or gar­ 
ment could sometimes be pin- 
jxiinted by the color—derived 
from the materials available in 
the locality. 
Vivid colors and lavish em­ 
broidery are almost universal 
among Europe's national cos­ 
tumes. But some patterns are 
typical of certain nationalities. 


T ill S UKRANIAN embroidery 
is typified by cross stitching. 
This can be done in floral de­ 
sign or geometrically, with no 
two examples ever identical, all 
showing individual taste. 
A cross stitch canvas, now 
referred to as Penelope cloth, 
is tacked over the material to 
be embroidered and the cross 
stitching is done through both 
materials. The canvas acts as 
even spacing for the stitches and 
laying out of the design. 
When the work is finished, the 
canvas 
easily unraveled and 


pulled out, leaving the embroi­ 
dery on the cloth of the gar­ 
ment. 


MUCH O F the Ukranian em­ 
broidery is done solid so that 
none of the material is visible. 
In copies of Ukranian em­ 
broidery, the Marin women use 
somewhat larger cross stitches 
and space out the design—"to 
hasten the job in keeping with 
our modern pace,” Mrs. Ever­ 
son says. 
The Norwegian costume is 
noted for its beadwork. And the 
women wear white aprons dec­ 
orated with hardanger embroi­ 
dery, an art typical of Scandi­ 
navian peoples. It is accom­ 
plished by making an outline 
worked in flat stitch over the 
threads of the linen apron. The 
lengthwise threads are t h e n 
carefully cut and pulled out, 
leaving the design in the cross 
threads of the goods. 


HUNGARY HAS a wide range 
of different types of embroidery 
for its various regions. Those 
designs 
are 
primarily 
floral, 
spreading and massive, some­ 
times covering the entire jacket, 
bodice or apron. 
Most of the Hungarian em­ 
broidery work is done in satin 
stitch and outline stitch. A de­ 
sign resembling the cross-sec­ 
tion of a pomegranate is espec­ 
ially popular. Birds are worked 
in among flowers and leaves. 
In the Mezokovesd section of 
Hungary, large brilliant floral 
embroidery is done in heavy 
wools, using orange, red, green 
and purple colors. 


CZECH EM BRO ID ERY is also 
lavish, mostly in floral designs 
done in satin and outline stitch­ 
ery, but somewhat smaller and 
more delicate than the Hun­ 
garian work. 
Czech women sometimes em­ 
broider on pieces of felt that are 
appliqued onto the garment in 
a design that creates a quilted 
effect. 
In Mexico, every early tribe 
and often even the smallest 
pueblas 
developed 
their 
own 
embroidery styles. Embroidery 
and weaving have been going 
on there since before the Con­ 
quest, with beautiful handwoven 
woolens already rich with col­ 
orful patterns further embel­ 
lished by rich embroidery. Un­ 
bleached cotton homespuns re 
eeive the same treatment. 


DESIGNS T H ER E come from 
objects of everyday life, such 
as flowers, birds and animals, 
or religious objects such as the 
candela bras. 
One p r i m i t i v e tribe 
the 
lluichol of Mayarit. produce an 
especially elaborate and intri­ 
cate embroidery of a very fine 
cross stitch on handwoven cloth 
that is worn by both men and 
women 
The Chinantec women of the 
state of Oaxaca are famed for 
their beautiful work of extreme­ 
ly colorful solid embroidery ap 
plied to gaily striped, hand 
woven, soft woolen malt rials.

Continued from I'age Ml 
ferent, much of it resembling 
that of our own American In­ 
dians. Turkish influence is to 
be noted in Serbia and Mace­ 
donia. 
Much of the Yugoslavian em­ 
broidery is done by counting 
threads of the heavy homespun 
with a w e a v i n g or darning 
stitch. Designs are angular in 
appearance. 


A ll these cultures and many 
others will be reflected in the 
elaborate embroidery work to 
be seen on the authentic cos­ 
tumes of tomorrow’s folk dance

“ IT ’S ALMOST a trip around 
the world,” says Mrs. Everson. 
It is also proof that the art 
of embroidery has survived the 
ages and even the 20th century 
decline of handiwork in the 
home, and is still very much 
with us among women with rum­ 
ble fingers and creative minds.

William Gillingham likes rep­ 
tiles. 
11« 
has b ee n interested in 
snakes and lizards since he was 
in the third or fourth grade. 
More recently, however, he has 
also become interested in in­ 
sects. 
For a time he considered be- 
«oming an entomologist instead 
of a herpetologist. 
Now . however, he has decided 
to stick with his original intent 
of making reptiles his profes­ 
sion. and closely allied entomol­ 
ogy a minor. 


G IL L IN G H A M , 29, of 139 Kent 
Avenue, Kentfield, is already 
putting his special knowledge to 
work at the College of Marin, 
where he is a student. 
He has been hirc*d by the col­ 
lege to take care of animals kept 
in the biology laboratories. Part 
of his job includes tramping over 
Marin hills m search of new 
specimens. Another p a r t in­ 
cludes hikes to find and bring 
back live food for the snakes 
and li/ards. 
Most of the animals he finds 
are released shortly after they 
have been examined by biology 
students. He does the same with 
animals in his own collection, 
which he also makes available 
to the college for study by the 
students. 


IN FACT, I I R once picked up 
an iguana in Mexico and kept 
it at home for four years until 
he could make anotiier trip to 
Mazatlan to release the beast 
into its familiar home environ- 
im*nt. Last Faster he caught 
several reptiles on a biology field 
trip to Death Valley sponsored 
by the college.

in the laboratory and construct­ 
ing new boxes to hold more live 
animals w h e r e they can be 
viewed easily. 


ALTHOUGH HE c o l l e c t e d 
mice, lizards and frogs for food 
for larger animals. Gillingham 
says he does not believe in dis­ 
section, and avoids performing 
it whenever possible. 
In August, he will be heading 
for Mexico again, expecting to 
bring back a host of interesting 
reptiles for the f a l l biology 
classes. 
Bill says he overcame parental 
objections to his boyho<xl hobby 
of collecting snakes and other 
reptiles by going about it gradu­ 
ally. 
“ I just brought a few at a 
time,” he says, “and the folks 
became accustomed to them as 
the collection grew.” 


DESPITE THE encroachment 
of homes and other manmade fa­ 
cilities into the natural environ­ 
ments of the reptiles, specimens 
are now more easily found in 
Marin County than they were 
when he first began his hunts 10 
or 11 years ago. Gillingham 
says. 
“This is because construction 
is uncovering more and more 
of them and forcing them out 
into the open." he believes. 
But. lie adds, reptiles in Ma­ 
rin will ultimately face the sur­ 
vival problem that confronts all 
animals when more and more of 
the wilderness condition in which 
they thrive gives way to prog­ 
ress.

and even fear snakes, the non- 
poisonous as well as the poison­ 
ous? 


“ I GUESS IT is because they 
look so slimy and cold to some 
people,” Gillingham says. To 
him, the markings are q u i t e 
beautiful. And the feel of the 
snakeskin is anything but slimy 
—“ really quite dry.” 
What should a person do if 
he sees a snake in his yard? 
First. Gillingham advises, he 
should determine if the snake is 
poisonous or harmless. If a rat­ 
tlesnake. then the reptile should, 
of course, be* destroyed 
And if non-poisonous? 
If the householder can tolerate 
the presence of such a snake, 
then he has a very beneficial 


“ pet” in his yard. Gillingham 
asserts. 


FOR INSTANCE, the garter 
snake eats large quantities of 
slugs. The g o p h e r and king 
snakes will destroy mice, rats 
a n d other varmints including 
smaller gophers. 
But if the dweller cannot abide 
the proximity of a snake, in spite 
of these benefits, he would be 
wise to trap the reptile in a 
container and transport it out 
into the countryside where it can 
continue to survive and work on 
mankind's b e h a l f in nature's 
scheme of things. 
“ Really, if man would only 
stop to realize it, the snake is 
one of his best friends,” Bill 
Gillingham declares.

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Rode In The Gemini 4

Parts of Marin were aboard 
the Gemini 4 capsule that gave 
astronauts Jam es McDivitt and 
Edward White their thrill-packed 
1,700,000 mile ride around the 
earth. 


The parts were vital to the 
success of the space odyssey. 
They were diodes produced by 
the F a i r c h i l d semiconductor 
plant in San Rafael. The 775 
workers there thus had a big 
hand in the success of the orbi­ 
tal flight. 


THE TINY PARTS produced 
in Marin were in the device that 
provided guidance for the cap­ 
sule. They were also in the sen­ 
sitive instruments used to moni­ 
tor the blood pressures of the 
astronauts during the flight, and 
in the computer used to plot the 
re-entry. 
T h i s computer, incidentally, 
failed to go on at a crucial mo­ 
ment, but it has been operated 
successfully after landing—which 
seem s to prove that the locally 
made diodes were not to blame. 
What is a diode? 


THAT IS AN easy query to 
make, but tough even for an 
engineer to answer in laym an’s 
language. He almost has to use 
his hands, a blackboard and a 
few technical terms which lead 
inevitably to more explanations. 
Jam es V. Diller, product en­ 
gineer at Fairchild s San Rafael 
plant, said that a diode is a 
device that allows electrical cur­ 
rent to pass only in one direc­ 
tion. At the sam e time, it ampli­ 
fies the current. 
The Fairchild plunt m akes its 
diodes out of silicon. That is 
one of several semiconductors 
of current. Diamonds are also 
semiconductors, but their u s e 
would add somewhat to the ex- 


the assem bly area of the plant. 
Here it is first etched and 
broken into tiny squares or dice. 
In the center of each die is the 
dot etched there to receive the 
boron treatment. The indentation 
is now filled with gold. 
The die is ready to be placed 
into its glass insulation case. 


IN THE ASSEM BLY process, 
the wire leads are connected as 
the cases are assembled. A final 
backing process seals the tiny 
glass case and the diode is 
ready to function. 
Fred B. Bialek, m anager of 
the Fairchild plant, said that the 
f i r m produces the vitals for 
about 22 missile systems. 
Strangely enough, 
there is 
not much secrecy involved in 
these government contracts. Bia­ 
lek said the main reason for 
secrecy in the electronic indus­ 
try at this level is due to com­ 
petitors. 


"IT IS FIERCELY competi­ 
tive, 
he said. He did not want 
to give out any production fig­ 
ures for this reason. 
Paul M. Mahon, industrial re­ 
lations m anager for the firm, 
said that about half of Fair­ 
child's production now goes to 
government contracts. The rest 
is for private industry, mainly 
computer manufacturers. 
Fairchild, just as other firms 
in the field, must often help cus­ 
tomers design circuits and sys­ 
tems in order to determine their 
needs for diodes. 


THE BUSINESS is changing 
constantly, and a new develop­ 
ment can quickly make obsolete 
a product. 
But the San Rafael plant, es­ 
tablished in November, 1960, will 
be here some time. Bialek said 
that conversion of 5,000 square 
feet of unused floor space on 
the second level of the produc­ 
tion area is now in progress. 
"There are more complex de­ 
vices, more functional ones all 
the tim e,” Bialek said. "We’re 
growing.”

D ILLER EXPLAINED t h a t 
the properties of the semicon­ 
ductor can be altered by intro­ 
ducing impurities. Fairchild uses 
phosphorous and b o r o n . The 
phosphorous puts a minus charge 
in the silicon, while the boron 
gives it a plus charge. 
The meeting of t h e s e two 
charged areas within the silicon 
is what provides the characteris­ 
tics of a diode. 
Varying the process, D i l l e r 
said, gives diodes with varying 
properties. He spoke of break­ 
down v a l u e , forw ard current, 
leakage current and switching 
time. 


HOW DO YOU measure these 
things? 
Diller said that measurement 
and testing are one of the vital 
parts of the business. In produc­ 
ing a diode, you actually get a 
“ fam ily” of diodes, and it is the 
group of like individuals within 
this family that will meet a 
specific use. 
Others can find other uses, 
still others will have to be dis­ 
carded. 
One of the challenges to m ea­ 
surement is the exactitude need- 


one side gets the added protec­ 
tion of a coat of wax. 
The unwaxed side t h e n is 
etched with a grid of fine dots. 
The wafers then go back to the 
ovens where they are baked in 
an atmosphere of boron. 
The boron, with its plus elec­ 
trical charge, 
permeates the 
wafer through the etched open­ 
ing. The chemical spreads later­ 
ally as well as down, thus plac­ 
ing the connection between the 
two electronic differentials well 
under the protective oxide. 


THIS PROCESS was developed 
by Fairchild in 1958 and put on 
the market in 1960, Called the 
Planar process, it revolutionized 
the semiconductor business and 
put Fairchild at the top of the 
industry. 


The big a d v a n t a g e of the 
method is that the connections 
between the two layers in the 
wafer are protected by the oxide 
coating. 


After the wafers leave the 
boron ovens, they receive a coat- 
ing of gold. This conductor is 
used because it resists oxidation 
and bonds well with the silicon. 


THROUGHOUT A L L t h e s e 
steps, the wafer is repeatedly 
tested for thickness and proper 
conductivity. After one final elec­ 
tronic test, the wafer goes into

chem icol. If the silicon w afers are too thick, 
they are returned to the lap pin g room for 
still m ore grinding. If they are too thin, they 
ore discarded as not usable. 


D ILLER SPOKE of nanosec­ 
onds- that is the time it takes 
light or electricity to travel one 
foot. A device has been perfected 
that will m easure speeds as fine 
as a quarter of a nanosecond, 
Diller said. 
Diodes might operate that fast, 
but it takes much longer to 
make them. 
The “ raw ” products at the 
San Rafael plant are wafers of 
silicon about the size of a quar­ 
ter but much thinner, perhaps 
the thickness of three sheets of 
this newspaper pressed together. 
The wafers come from Fair­ 
child’s 
Mountain 
View 
plant. 
After a bath, one of the first 
treatments they receive is a 
bake in a 1.000 degree centi­ 
grade oven filled with phosphor­ 
us. 


THEY COME OUT of the oven 
permeated on both sides with 
phosphorous ions. T h i s gives 
them a negative charge. 
Next step is to grind away one 
side, freeing it of the phosphor­ 
ous. This is done by rotary grind­ 
ing tables or lappers that use 
a very fine abrasive. 
Ed Reed, general foreman in 
charge of wafer preparation, ex­ 
plained that the process is slow 
and thus the lapper portion of 
production operates around the 
clock on three shifts, while the 
rest of his shop is on a two-shift 
schedule.

FIGHTS 
A N O

The name of Thurman Arnold 
is not now the household word it 
was when his ‘“The Folklore of 
Capitalism” was rattling the 
branches of an already-shaken 
American 
complacency; 
but 
time has polished, rather than 
dulled, his wit. 
‘“Fair Fights and Foul” bears 
the 
sub-title: 
“ A 
Dissenting 
Lawyer’s Life,” but this is mis­ 
leading. It is not much of an 
autobiography, except in its first 
lusty chapters cn his youth in 
Wyoming. 
It is rather a look at the law, 
as practiced in the U n i t e d 
States, through the eyes of an 
attorney who loves it but recog­ 
nizes its foibles and inanities. 
And along with this, it is a look 
at much in American economics 
and society that may not b>* 
wrong, but is certainly not quite 
right. 
The onetime New Deal trust* 
buster has not mellowed w i t h 
age; he is like the old pro pitch­ 
er who depends more on con­ 
trol than on the blazing fast 
ball. 
What Arnold lias to say is 
best said in his own inimitable 
style, and it would be unfair to 
attempt to capture its flavor in 
a brief quotation. “ The Folklore 
of Capitalism” was a best-seller 
in its day. His new volume is not 
likely to be so. for it comes at a 
time when Americans are bask­ 
ing in a delusion much like that 
of the ’20s rather than the dis­ 
illusion of the later decade into 
which Arnold dropped his octavo 
block-buster. 
But. though it may not sell so 
well, what Arnold has to sav 
may be of more importance to 
the sophisticated. am moral 
image-makers of the '60s than 
it was to the confused victims of 
the Great Depression. For. as he 
writes, “ The term image’ was 
not in use at that time, because 
everybody still believed in prin 
ciples,” 
Thurman Arnold still believes 
in principles, and he has a com­ 
pelling way of advancing them 


Art Manual 


FREEHAND 
D R A W IN G 
by 
Philip T h i e l , University of 
W ashington Press, 126 pages, 
$4.95. Reviewed by M axine 
Keown. 


As an instructor of naval ar­ 
chitecture and visual design at 


the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and the universi­ 
ties of California and Washing­ 
ton. Philip Thiel has taught free­ 
hand drawing to both daytime 
and evening students. 
The technique he has devised 
has been incorporated into this 
primer for beginning drawers. 
His method is based upon a 
series of problems or exercises, 
requiring the incisive use of 
line and the development of a 
sensitivity to form qualities. 
There is a gradual increase in 
the difficulty of these problems 
to enable the student to grow in 
ability and confidence. 
Thiel warns at the outset, 
however, that success will not 
come easily. Freehand drawing, 
he says, is a considerable ac­ 
complishment. requiring an ex­ 
penditure of time. But the end 
product, he adds, is well worth 
the investment. 
You begin with boxes and 
work your way through human 
features, et al, to moving fig­ 
ures. 
The manual is simple in its 
directions and the program out­ 
lined by Thiel would seem both 
practical and effective. 


In Three Volumes 


HISTORY OF THE EXPEDI­ 
TIO N UNDER THE C O M M A N D 
OF LEWIS A N D CLARK edited 
by Elliott Coues, Dover, 3 vol­ 
umes, paperback, total 1,243 
pages, $2.25 per volume. Re­ 
viewed by Bryce W. Ander­ 
son. 


Meriwether Lewis died with­ 
out completing preparation of 
the history of the expedition that 
he and William Clark led from 
St. IxHiis to the mouth of the 
Columbia in Oregon. From his 
journals and those of Clark. 
Nicholas Biddle in 1814 pre­ 
pared the “ History of the Ex­ 
pedition Under the Command of 
U*wis and Clark.” 
In 1893. Elliott Coues. former 
army surgeon and Geological 
Survey secretary, enlarged Bid­ 
dle’s history with profuse com­ 
mentary. drawn largely from 
lewis's and Clark’s journals 
and field notebooks and the ac­ 
count written and published by 
Patrick Gass. It is this edition 
that Dover Publications has now 
reprinted 
as a 
three-volume 
paperback. 
Maps of the route drawn by 
both explorers are appended as 
fold-out end-pieces. 
What Biddle edited out, Cues 
largely restored In re-publish- 
ing this thick three-volume set 
(it was in four volumes as orig­ 


inally published by Harper in 
1893. but has not been abridged), 
Dover has made readily avail­ 
able one of the greatest and 
most interesting original source­ 
books of American history—the 
story of the expedition that 
opened the West, told by the 
men who led it. 


Probing The Mounds 


THE 
A R C H A EO LO G Y 
OF 
SA N FR A N C ISC O by Robert C. 
Suggs, Thom as Y. Crowell Co., 
136 pages, $3.50.

“ The 
Archaeology 
of San 
Francisco” is a somewhat mis­ 
leading title for Robert C. Suggs’ 
slender volume. San Francisco 
itself is so lacking in archaeo­ 
logical findings that perforce 
Suggs’ book deals with those 
in the surrounding country. 
The volume is a combination 
of description of how archaeolo­ 
gists have worked in excavating 
Indian shell mounds in several 
parts of the Bay Area, and of 
the Indians who left them—as 
e n v i s i o n e d from the rather 
sparse evidence the 
mounds 
yield 
Suggs has written in a style 
which should prove readable for 
the junior high or high school 
student. 
“ Archaeology of San Francis­ 
co” as a quickie description of 
archaeological findings in the 
Bay Area is interesting and 
informative.

their “ existence.” 


He has followed up his “ Ghost 
Hunter” with a second book, 
“ Ghosts I've Met,” that is yet 
another series of case histories 
of supernatural happenings. 
His title, however, is some­ 
what misleading. 
For the most part, Holzer 
has not met the ghosts that pop­ 
ulate his book at all. He has 
simply heard about them, visit­ 
ed their supposed haunts and 
listened to the stories of those 
who have claimed to have had 
ghostly experiences, always ac­ 
cepting those stories at full 
value. 


Holzer’s 
visits 
to 
haunted 
houses, poltergeist infestations 
and places of psychic experi­ 
ences seldom qualify as investi­ 
gations. There are exceptions in 
which Holzer has called upon 
clairvoyants to assist him in 
making contact with the restless 
spirits, experiments in which he 
claims success. If the results 
were as recorded by Holzer, 
then, indeed, they are a bit 
unsettling to us skeptics. 
There are also those few oc­ 
casions 
upon 
which 
Holzer 
claims to have personally seen, 
heard or felt the presence of 
ghostly creatures, and upon at 
least one occasion even to have 
photographed them. 
“ Ghosts I’ve Met” includes a 
log 
of 
psych ie 
experiences 
brought to Holzer’s attention 
during a hurried European trip, 
as well as American ghostly go­ 
ings-on. 
We’re never quite sure just 
how serious Holzer is about all 
this. The feeling that he is put­ 
ting us on at least a bit per­ 
sists. But he maintains a dead­ 
pan air of seriousness through­ 
out. 
It is doubtful that his book 
will win him many converts to 
what he calls parapsychology— 
especially not among those of 
us who have read earlier books 
questioning the things that Hol­ 
zer accepts. In his sometimes 
imaginative interpretations of 
the motives of his spirits, he 
neither refutes or explains away 
satisfactorily 
t h e 
objections 
voiced by these disbelievers— 
for instance, the frequent pres­ 
ence of boys of the age of mis­ 
chief in households subject to 
poltergeist activities, or the pre­ 
dominance of aging floors and 
beams and infirm foundations 
among the structures in which 
mysterious night sounds are re­ 
ported. 
Nevertheless, stories such as 
railroader Joe Baldwin swing­ 
ing a lantern along a lonely 
s t r e t c h of railroad track in 
North Carolina as he supposed­ 
ly hunts for his lost head, or 
the Swiss family and their pets 
harassed by lively poltergeists, 
or the historic English manor 
houses bewitched by centuries- 
4 Id spirits, etc., all make for 
fascinating reading. You need 
not be convinced “ scientifically” 
in order to be intrigued. And we 


found the book highly entertain­ 
ing. 


The inclusion of some photo­ 
graphs of the supposed haunts— 
and, of course, that print Hol­ 
zer claims to have taken of 
a procession of ghostly monks— 
would have been a wise addi­ 
tion. 


“ IN S E C T S F R O M Close Up” is 
an e x c e l l e n t introduction to 
basic entomology on the lay­ 
man’s level, with text by nat­ 
ural scientist and wildlife writer 
Eleanor Ivanye Fanning and 
p h o t o g r a p h s by the widely 
known transplanted Californian 
Harry F. Brevoort, now living 
in Connecticut. 
In easy - to - follow language, 
Mrs. Fanning offers a wealth 
of interesting information on in­ 
sect habits. But while her part 
of this endeavor is handled with 
fine competence, it is the photo­ 
graphic work of Brevoort that 
will capture the major applause. 
Reproduced in larger-than-life 
size and in superb clarity, his 
close-ups of bugs — more than 
100 in all — offer readers a rare 
opportunity to really examine 
and appreciate the anatomical 
construction of these small but 
complex creatures. The illustra­ 
tions alone are of such excep­ 
tional quality as to be worth the 
price of the book. And Brevoort 
has added some commentary 
about the special technique of 
photographing insects. 
The book is an e x c e l l e n t 
means 
of 
introducing 
young 
would-be naturalists to an es­ 
pecially fascinating but too often 
overlooked aspect of the teem­ 
ing life around them. But it is 
also quite serviceable as a ref­ 
erence work for all ages, or 
simply as entertaining and en­ 
lightening reading and “ look­ 
ing” matter.

Why Noils Are Penny Sizes 


If you wrinkle your forehead 
in uncertainty when the instruc­ 
tions for a woodworking project 
call for the use of 8d nails, don't 
despair. 
Nearly everybody 
does the 
same thing. 
The term penny for nail length 
is an inheritance from antiquity. 
The letter d is from the Latin 
word “ denarius,” meaning pen­ 
ny. And the term was used in 


medieval England to designate 
the number of nails of a given 
size sold for a penny: thus, a 
pennyweight. 


A LL N AILS COME in stand­ 
ard lengths. 


The so-called common nail is 
just as long for a given penny 
size as most other types, such 
as box nails, casing nails, finish­

ous specially treated or threaded 
nails. Only a few unusual types 
are a bit shorter. 
As a rule, the longer nails are 
thicker than the shorter ones of 
any kind, although there are 
common different kinds. 


SIN CE A LL THAT may be a 
little confusing, here are some 
of the standard lengths of com­ 
mon nails for the various penny 
sizes: 112 inches-4d: l 3/4 inches- 
5d; 2 inches-6d; 24 inches-7d; 
24 inches-Ad; 2-4 inches-9d; 3 
inches-lOd (You might clip this 
out for future reference.) 
Research on nailed j o i n t s 
shows that the strongest joint is 
obtained with a nail long enough 
to penetrate at least two-thirds 
of its length into the piece of 
wood holding the point. 
The head size or shape of a 
nail is important if “ blind” nail­ 
ing or “ set” nailing is to be 
done. For these purposes, fin­ 
ishing or casing nails, with very 
small heads, are used. 


B U N D N A ILIN G usually is 
used to put down tongue-and- 
grooved flooring, siding or pan­ 
eling. The nails are driven into 
one edge of the piece at the 
base of the tongue. Set nailing is 
done by driving the nail below 
the surface with a punch-like 
tool called a nail set.

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For The Hot Spot 


One of the primary garden 
problems of California is the 
planting treatment of hot. dry 
areas. 
In Marin, the problem is less 
pressing than in the inland areas 
of the state and in the south­ 
lands. Nevertheless, most of us 
have those areas that are baked 
by the hot. mid-day summer 
sun. and which may be difficult 
to water. 
Fortunately, there are a great 
variety of plants well adapted 
to this unfavorable situation. 


STARTING FROM the ground 
up. the lowest growing varieties 
include many of the manzanitas 
and ceanothus. both well quali­ 
fied for dry situations in full 
sun because that is their natural 
habitat. Most have pinkish flow­ 
ers in spring, then red berries. 
The rock roses are a little 
taller, from two to four feet 
and spreading in form. There 
is a good selection of flowers 
colors, including pure white with 
yellow centers, white petals with 
mahogany spots and rose pink 
petals with maroon spots. 
The foliage usually is gray- 
green and makes a dense cover 
over the horizontal branches. 


THERE ARE also manzanitas 


and ceanothus in this medium 
height group: Howard McMimm 
and Harmony manzanitas have 
generous clusters of real pink 
flowers and a rounded shape. 
Julia Phelps and Mary Lake 
ceanothus have deep blue flow­ 
ers and a compact habit. 
For background s h r u b s or 
screening effects in hot, dry 
places, our native Toyon does 
a very good job. So does the 
Fraser photinia with its flashing 
red new foliage against a back­ 
ground of light green leaves. 
And how about the native 
“ cherries” ? T h e s e are fast- 
growing shrubby plants w i t h 
glossy foliage and white flower 
clusters in spring. 


T H E M A N Y varieties and 
colors of o l e a n d e r s can be 
grouped in either medium or tall 
classification, depending u p o n 
whether or not you use the prun­ 
ing shears. The single reds, 
whites and pinks may be gen­ 
erally classified 
as naturally 
tall. Some of the double-flowered 
kinds like Mrs. F. Roeding (a 
salmon pink' rate in the medium 
class. 
Extra care should be used in 
soil preparation and planting in 
hot, dry areas. Spend a little 


time at this point and save many 
hours and many gallons of water 
later. 
The holes should be dug two 
or three times larger than re­ 
quired to contain the p l a nt . 
Throw in some redwood soil con­ 
ditioner, peat moss or compost 
and mix it up with topsoil taken 
from the hole. Use this mixture 
around the plants, saving the 
balance of the soil to construct 
a capacious basin around each 
plant. 


SOAK THE plants and fill the 
basins with a slow stream of 
water. Add a little topsoil where 
soil level is depressed. Fill in 
the basin with a mulch of fir- 
bark or other material recom­ 
mended by your nurseryman. 
Two weeks after planting you 
can start to feed with an all­ 
purpose dry or liquid fertilizer. 
Soak first, then add the recom­ 
mended amount »as listed on the 
container) then soak again. Fol­ 
low up with light feedings once 
a month until midfall, or when 
the plants o b v i o u s l y have 
stopped growing. 
Once established in this man­ 
ner, your planting will require 
only occasional irrigation and 
feeding in succeeding years.
